To the Legislature of the State of J¥ev) York : 

The Regents of the University, trustees of the New York State 
Library, pursuant to the provisions of law, submit to you their 
Sixty-ninth Annual Report. 

The following summary will show the additions that have been 
made to the Library during the fiscal .year ending September 
30, 1886 : 

At the beginning of the year October 1, 1885 : volumes. 

In the general library 90 > 100 

In the law library 37, 300 

Total 127, 400 

Added during the year ending September 30, 1886 :

At the close of the year ending September 30, 1886 : 

In the general library 92, 230 

In the law library 38, 575 

Total 130,805 

Of the additions to the library : 

Acquired by purchase 1,877 

Acquired by donation and exchange 1, 528 

Total 3,405 

Besides the additions which are included in the summary above, 
the trustees desire to report that they have procured for the library 
a collection of historical manuscripts owned in the city of Kingston. 
They are chiefly letters and papers which were in the revolutionary 
times and in the times immediately subsequent in the possession of 
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Mr. Van Gasbeck. The collection contains a Broadside, giving 
Benedict Arnold's reasons for his treason to the American colonies. 
It also contains papers by Aaron Burr and by other distinguished 
men of the revolutionary and post-revolutionary period. The 
collection was acquired for the library at a cost of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars. These papers, together with those already in 
the possession of the library, go far toward rendering the New York 
State Library a place of great interest and value for persons 
engaged in the historical periods of this State and country. 

Since making the preceding report, the historical manuscripts of 
the library have been chiefly transferred to the room in the south- 
west corner of the new capitol building. They are under the care 
of Mr. Berthold Fernow. 

The failure of the Legislature to make an appropriation to 
continue the work on the capitol, has made it necessary for the 
library to continue in the temporary quarters to which it was trans- 
ferred when the old library building was torn down. The rooms 
for the law library are nearly finished, and the rooms for the general 
library have made a very considerable progress. The trustees hope 
before another report is made to the Legislature to be able to 
transfer both departments of the library to their permanent rooms. 

The trustees regret very deeply that during a part of the present 
year the library has been without the care of its distinguished chief, 
Dr. Henry A. Homes. Owing to severe illness he has been unable 
to attend at the library and give it the supervision he has been long 
accustomed to render. They hope, however, the time will soon 
come when he can resume his duties. The assistant, Mr. 
George R. Howell, has, however, given his time and talents to the 
care of the general library, and the report which is generally 
appended to this report by Dr. Homes has been, it will be seen, 
prepared and presented by Mr. Howell. 

For a full and definite account of the different departments of 
the library the trustees refer to the reports which have been made 
in regard to them and which are here appended.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL LIBRARY. 

To the Regents of the University, Trustees of the State Library : 

The number of volumes added to the general library during the 
twelve months ending September 30, 1886, is 2,130, making the 
whole number of volumes in this department of the library, 
92,230. Of these 2,130 volumes, 1,270 were obtained by purchase, 
and 860 by donation or exchange. 

The purchases for the library have been of that character desig- 
nated by the trustees, chiefly of such works as relate to American 
history, biography and genealogy. Besides the valuable heralds' 
visitations published by the Harleian Society and received by the 
library, we have secured quite a number of similar private publi- 
cations all of the utmost value in genealogical research for Ameri- 
can families. Several valuable English county histories have also 
been obtained which are rich in genealogical information. Sixty- 
eight volumes of the Rolls publications and twenty-three volumes 
of calendars of State papers issued by the British government at a 
moderate price have been purchased bringing our series down to 
date. The publications of the Spalding Club, thirty-six in number, 
and those of the Surtees Society embracing seventy-six < volumes 
have also been secured. All of these are valuable to those who 
are carrying their investigations of American general or family 
history back into the history of the mother country. Important 
additions have been made to the sets of Fraser's Magazine and The 
Temple Bar, both of which are indexed in Poole's general index 
to periodical literature and therefore frequently consulted. 

The manuscript card catalogue of 1861 has been incorporated 
into the general manuscript catalogue which now fills 194 boxes. 

There is a pressing need of making a manuscript, or, what is 
better, a type-writer copy of the catalogue of 1855 to be incorpora- 
ted into the remaining portion of the general catalogue of the library, 
so that by consulting one catalogue it may be ascertained if a given 
book is, or is not, in the library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW LIBRARY. 

State Library, December \ 14, 1886. 

To the Regents of the University of the State of New Fork : 

The number of volumes added to the law department of the 
library during the year ending September 30, 1886, is 1,275, of 
which 607 volumes were acquired by purchase, and 668 volumes 
were acquired by donation and exchange. 

Important additions have been made of American and British 
reports and law periodicals and of standard elementary works. 

There have been added to the collection of statute law, twenty- 
five rare volumes of American statutes and thirty volumes of Cana- 
dian sessional acts. The usual number of publications have been 
received under the system of Inter-State and foreign exchange. 

The Hon. Andrew S. Draper, of Albany, who was a member of the 
Court of Commissioners of Alabama claims,under the act of Congress 
of June 5, 1882, has presented to the law library a complete set of 
the printed papers in cases heard before that court. This gift is 
an exceedingly valuable one and renders well nigh complete our 
collection of papers connected with or growing out of the treaty of 
Washington of 1871, of which the law library now has the following : 

1. A complete set of the printed papers presented to the Tribunal 
of Arbitration at Geneva in 1872, on behalf of the United States 
and of Great Britain. The English edition is bound in six folio 
volumes, and was presented to the library by Lord Tenterden of 
the British foreign office. The American edition comprises four 
octavo volumes, and was presented to the library by the State 
department at Washington. 

2. A complete set of the printed papers in cases heard before 
the Mixed Commission on British and American claims under the 
twelfth article of the treaty of Washington, during the years 1872 
and 1873. Nearly five hundred claims were heard by this com- 
mission, and the papers are bound in seventy-five octavo volumes. 
These papers were presented to the library by the Hon. Robert S. 
Hale, who was the counsel of the United States before the 
commission. 

3. A complete set of the printed papers in cases heard before the 
Court of Commissioners of Alabama Claims during the years 1874, 
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1875 and 1876, under the act of Congress of June 23, 1874. Two 
thousand and sixty-eight claims were heard before this court, and 
the papers are bound in fifty-five octavo volumes. These papers 
were presented to the library by the court. 

4. After paying the awards allowed by the Court of Commis- 
sioners of Alabama Claims of 1874, there still remained in the 
United States Treasury several millions of dollars of the Geneva 
award unappropriated. A large number of persons whose claims 
were not admissible under the act of 1874, laid claim to this fund 
and appealed to congress for relief. Their appeal resulted in the 
act of June 5, 1882 which re-established the court and enlarged its 
jurisdiction so as to admit several classes of claims which were 
excluded by the act of 1874. Five thousand seven hundred and 
seventy claims were heard by the new court during the years 1882, 
1883, 1884 and 1885. The papers relating to these claims consti- 
tute the gift of Judge Draper to the library above referred to, and 
have been bound in one hundred and thirty-four octavo volumes.
